WASHINGTON, May 12.—It is known on 
best possible authority that on account of 
the attempts made to extradite Kratz and 
the failure to get him, the state department 
has instructed Ambassador Powell Clay- 
ton to negotiate a new and supplemental 
extradition treaty with Mexico to include 
bribery. 

The action was taken after a consulta- 
tion between Secretary Hay, Senators 
Cockrell and Cullom and Circuit Attorney 
Folk of St. Louis. Investigation of the 
records show that all such treaties in the 
past have been retroactive. 

In case a new treaty is negotiated and if 
Mexico does not specifically demand that 
it be not retroactive it will furnish a meth- 
od of returning Kratz to justice. 


FOLK IS CONFIDENT. 

While I do not desire to be understood as 
Suggesting that there is no doubt as to 
Kratz ultimately being extradicted or that 
the situation is free from difficulty, yet as 
it appears today the chances of his being 
brought back to Missouri are brighter than 
at any time since hie flight. 

The United States government I am sat- 
isfied will do all in its power to bring him 
within the jurisdiction of the Criminal 
Court of St. Louls. Just what action will 
be taken by the government as a result of 
my visit to Washington I am not at liberty 
to state. What is done will, of course, be 
through diplomatic channels. 

Every lawful means will be used to in- 
sure the return of Kratz. While his exile in 
a foreign land and penalty of $20,000 by for- 
feiture of his bond is punishment to some 
extent, yet his long career of boodling in 
the Municipal Assembly had inflicted such 
injury on the people of St. Louls that even

“This must not be construed to mean that 
he positively will be retuned, but that the 
chances today are more in favor of the 
State of Missouri than ever befere."’ 

“On what is this new hope based?” was 
asked. 

“On the talk I had Saturday with Sec- 
retary Hay and the attitude of the state 
department. I was assured by the secretary 
that he was in full accord with Missouri 
and that all diplomatic efforts possible 
would be used to effect return of the fugi- 
tive.”’ 

“If diplomacy fails?’’ 

“This talk of force and Strategy is preju- 
dical to the case,’ Mr. Folk replied. ‘‘Noth- 
ing is being considered but diplomacy and 
we look to that and to that only to deliver 
Kratz to the United States. 

“On what lines will the department pro- 
ceed, a retroactive treaty or otherwise ?’’

In one instance an entire family of nine persons were found, all tight] 
each others’ arms, and the bodies in a horrible state of decomposition gaye he: 

Almost the first thing done was to make preparations for the cremation of the dead. 

Fatigue parties of soldiers built enormous pyres of wood and branches of trees, 
upon which they heaped the dead bodies by scores and burned them as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
To facilitate the combustion and to destroy as far as possible the frightful odor of 
burning flesh which came from them the impromptu crematories were hewsvily soaked 
with coal tar and petroleum. 

The disaster itself toqk place within thirty seconds, and in that half minute the vast 
majority of all these persons were killed. It is supposed, for there is nobody living, 
apparently, to tell the exact facts, that there was suddenly shot down from the moun- 
tain a great sheet of flame, accompanied by a terrible gaseous whirlwind and flashes of 
lightning, precisely such as are reported as playing about the summit of La Soufriere 


on the island of St. Vincent.

How 
necessary this is muy be seen by an examination of the report 
of the milk inepector who preceded Dr Hellwig. This report, 
for the year 1898-99, ghowed that out of 518 specimens of milk 
anatyzed, only 8 were found up to or above standard and free 
trom adulteration. 

Two hbundred and fifty-six enmples contained foreign adu!ter- 
ants. And including those skimmed until they were far below 
standard, thore were no less than 326 samples in violation of 
the ordinance. 

In making thie report, Dr. Carter called attention to the fact 
that no prosecutions had been entered, because of the invalidity 
of the city ordinance under which the milk inspection department 
is operated, Yet, since then, the city lawmakers have not moved 
an inch towards making milk inspection effective. Why this 
apathy? 

Hot wéather will soon be upon us, and poor and adulterated 
milk will cause disease and death among children and delicate 
persons. A bil! prepared by the Board of Health is now pending 
before the Municipai Assembly. The city authorities owe it to 
the public to enact a good law to prevent fraud in connection 
with one of the most important of food products. 
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The tragedy of Martinique grows in horror and is supplemented 
by another almost as vast and heart-rending on the island of 
St. Vincent. The surviving people of both islands are destitute 
and are in great danger of destruction from falling stones, su!- 
phurous fumes and roolten lavas. It.is difficult and dangerous for 
rescuers to land and search for survivors. There is need of imme- 
diate relief upon a large scale. Warships of the United States, 
France ard England have beer ordered to the stricken is ands, 
but the work of relief will probably be necessary for some time, 
as the devastated districts are swept clean ef houses and vege- 
tation. There should be no lack of relief funds in a tragedy 
so great in magnitude and pathos.

TO OUST THE COMBINE. 


The petition filed tn the Supreme Court Friday by Attorney- 
General Crow asking that the companies ‘composing the alleged 
Beef Trust be ousted of their franchise to do business in Missouri 
is another step in the fight against monopoly. ‘ 

The cvidence goes to show thaf monopoly is only one of the 
offenses of this combine. In one view it is the least. To raise 
prices erbitrarily is a great wrong, but to sell diseased food, 
thereby endangering the health and lives of the people, is an of- 
fense tco serious to be condoned. 

“The state of Missouri does not issue a charter to any cor- 
poration or individual empowering them to violate a state statute,’’ 
says Mr. Crow. “The selling of diseased meat is made a felony in 
Missouri, and wheff the party possessing a state charter com- 
mits a fclony, his charter to do business in the state is placed in 
jeopardy. The state of Missouri does not legalize the breaking 
of its own laws.” 

If the fact can be established that the parties to the combine 
have been sclling diseased meat, the case against them will 
be much simplified and strengthened. It will be much easier to 
prove this fact than the fact ef combination, which, though no- 
torious, is often cunningly concealed from the eye of the law. 

The attorney-general seems to have struck a promising lead. 
If he foll..ws it up intelligently and energetically the evil power 
of tr.onopoly can be broken.

HOW_TO USE CELERY.

When ready to serve, dry in a 
cloth and split the stalk down almost to 
the bottom, allcwing a few of. the tender 
white leaves to reniain, Serve in a celery 
giass or on a dish, with a little walt.

Failure to Perform Religious Acts Held 

Not to Be Cause for Invalidation. 

Mrs. Veronica. Franta Schultz secured 
judgment in Judge Zachritz'’s court Monday 
tor $1325, her claim against the Bohemian 
Roman Catholic Union of ‘the United 
States. in which her late husband, Peter 
Franta. was insured.

Mr. Schwab's wife and his brother Max 
were with him when the end came. 
Telegrams were received by the relatives 
and by business associates in St. Louis an- 
nouncing the death last night. 
Mr. Schwab was prominent in St. Louls 
many years. He was vice-president of the 
Colontal Trust Co., a director in the World's 
Fair corporation and a vice-president of the 
recently incorporated Vandeventer bank. 
Mr. Schwab was born in October 1839, in 
Bavaria, and came f the United States 
at the age of 5, settling in Philadelphia. 
An older brother, Jacob Schwab, had pre- 
ceded him to this country, and aided him 
in securing employment in a clothing store. 
In 189 Mr. Schwab went to Memphis. 
Here he entered the clothing business as a 
clerk. and became the head of a firm, deal- 
ing in clothing, shoes and furnishing goods. 
His brothers, Max and Jacob, were asso- 


ciated with him.

1878 caused a number of Memphis firms to 
go out of business, and the Schwab Cloth- 
ing company, which had become a pros- 
nerous establishment, was one of these 


concerns. 
The company removed to St. Louis,
